Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  for  1966,  prepared  on  the 
lines  indicated  in  the  Ministry  of  Health  circular  1  /67. 

Infectious  Diseases 

The  number  of  infectious  diseases  notified  during  1966  fell  to  233  from 
403  in  1965.  As  in  previous  years,  measles,  with  192  notifications,  accounted 
for  the  great  majority  of  the  total  cases  reported. 

New  cases  of  tuberculosis  showed  a  slight  increase  from  four  to  seven. 

Vital  Statistics 

The  crude  birth  rate  is  14*80  per  thousand  population,  compared  with 
15*06  in  1965,  and  thus  follows  the  national  trend.  Corrected  for  comparability 
with  the  country  as  a  whole,  the  figure  is  18*06,  exceeding  for  the  second 
successive  year  the  figure  for  England  and  Wales,  which  was  17*70. 

Deaths  from  all  forms  of  cancer  were  104,  the  lowest  figure  since  1960.  It 
is  regrettable  to  note,  however,  that  of  this  figure  30  were  caused  by  cancer 
of  the  lung  and  bronchus,  which  equals  the  previous  highest  number  recorded 
in  1963.  It  would  appear  that  the  constant  warnings  against  cigarette  smoking, 
the  main  cause  of  the  two  killing  diseases,  lung  cancer  and  chronic  bronchitis,  by 
the  medical  profession,  press,  radio  and  television,  have  been  of  little  avail.  The 
trend  for  the  past  seventeen  years  is  shown  by  the  graph  on  page  10. 

For  the  second  successive  year  no  deaths  from  tuberculosis  were  recorded. 
The  number  of  names  on  the  tuberculosis  register  continues  steadily  to  decline, 
and  the  figure  of  193  is  the  lowest  for  twenty-five  years. 

Untreated  Milk — Brucellosis 

During  the  year  forty-nine  samples  of  milk  which  was  being  retailed  in 
this  district  were  submitted  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  at  Brighton  for 
biological  examination,  and  one  was  found  to  be  positive  for  brucella  abortus. 
The  producer /retailer  concerned  was  operating  from  premises  situated  in  the 
Council’s  area  and  he  was  required,  under  Regulation  20  of  the  Milk  and 
Dairies  (General)  Regulations  1959,  to  divert  the  milk  for  heat  treatment 
before  use  for  human  consumption. 

Samples  were  taken  individually  from  the  twenty  cows  in  the  herd  and 
the  results  of  these  found  four  cows  to  be  excretors  of  brucella  abortus.  These 
animals  were  removed  from  the  milking  herd. 

Food  Premises — General 

Improvements  and  additions,  in  some  cases  extensive,  were  completed  at 
premises  in  the  district,  notably  butchers’  shops,  fish  friers  and  licensed 
premises. 

The  trend  in  the  grocery  and  provision  trade  is  towards  the  self-service  type 
of  business  and  a  number  of  shopkeepers  adapted  their  premises  to  this  system 
during  the  year. 

Factories 

Complaints  were  received  from  residents  in  the  neighbourhood  of  a  vehicle 
paint-spraying  business  concerning  an  alleged  nuisance  by  smell  from  the 
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vapour  discharged  to  the  atmosphere  from  the  paint-spraying  booth.  Observa¬ 
tions  were  kept  on  the  premises  and  it  was  found  that,  although  the 
paint-spraying  process  was  not  in  operation  for  very  long  periods  at  a  time,  an 
objectionable  odour  was  entering  the  dwellings  concerned  and  that  it  was 
particularly  bad  in  humid  and  windless  weather  conditions. 

The  point  of  discharge  of  the  exhaust  fan  from  the  workshop  at  this  time 
was  at  ridge  level  and  it  seemed  that  there  was  insufficient  cross-draught  to 
carry  the  fumes  in  an  upward  direction.  Following  negotiations  with  the 
factory  owner,  a  vertical  shaft,  four  feet  high,  with  a  cowl  at  its  head,  was 
mounted  on  the  ridge,  and  it  was  found  that  this  added  elevation  was  sufficient 
to  carry  the  discharge  clear  of  the  surrounding  houses.

Applications  for  Housing 

The  total  number  of  applications  on  the  waiting  list  increased  from  944 
in  January  to  972  in  December  1966. 

New  Accommodation 

A  block  of  flats  for  single  and  elderly  people  was  completed  at  Crowborough. 

This  block  consists  of  20  bed-sitting  rooms  with  kitchenettes  for  single 
people,  4  one-bedroomed  flats  for  couples  and  a  two-bedroomed  flat  for  a 
Resident  Warden.  A  communal  sittingroom,  a  laundry  room  and  a  guest 
room  are  provided  and  the  block  has  full  central  heating. 

The  Warden  is  responsible  for  administering  the  block  and  looking  after 
the  communal  parts  of  the  building,  but  the  tenants  are  otherwise  completely 
independent. 

Eight  two-bedroomed  bungalows  were  built  at  Stonecross  Road, 
Crowborough,  to  replace  post-war  prefabricated  bungalows  which  had  been 
removed  from  the  site. 

Vacancies 

The  total  number  of  vacancies  in  existing  Council  accommodation  during 
the  year  was  64,  ten  of  which  were  obtained  by  moving  tenants  from  existing 
properties  to  smaller  accommodation  at  the  block  of  flats  at  Crowborough.

Laboratory  Facilities. 

The  arrangements  which  were  made  for  the  examination  of  specimens 
taken  for  the  diagnosis  and  control  of  infectious  diseases,  with  the  Public 
Health  Laboratory,  Royal  Sussex  County  Hospital.  Brighton  (telephone 
number  Brighton  63506),  continued  throughout  the  year  and  proved  to  be 
very  satisfactory. 

Medical  practitioners  send  specimens  direct  to  the  Laboratory  and  receive 
a  report  by  telephone,  a  written  copy  of  the  report  being  sent  to  this  office. 

Specimens  may  be  sent  to  reach  the  Southdown  Bus  Dep6t,  Pool  Valley, 
Brighton,  by  5.15  p.m.  from  Mondays  to  Fridays  and  by  12.30  p.m.  on 
Saturdays,  or  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  by  6  p.m.  from  Mondays  to 
Fridays  and  by  1  p.m.  on  Saturdays. 

Urgent  examinations  may  be  carried  out  at  other  times  by  arrangement 
with  the  Director,  Doctor  Jameson  (telephone  number  Brighton  56960). 

Ambulance  Services. 

The  County  Council,  under  the  provisions  of  the  National  Health  Service 
Act,  1946,  has  the  duty  to  ensure  that  ambulances  are  available  where  necessary 
to  convey  persons  suffering  from  illness  from  places  in  their  area  to  places  in 
or  outside  their  area. 

The  stations  and  ambulances  are  linked  by  radio  control,  which  ensures 
a  quicker  and  more  efficient  service  in  accident  or  emergency  cases.  The 
parishes  adjacent  to  Kent  County  Council  are  covered  by  the  ambulance 
service  of  that  authority  and  all  emergency  calls  along  our  common  boundary 
are  covered  by  the  nearest  ambulance  to  the  scene  of  the  emergency. 

A  day  and  night  ambulance  service  is  available  and  calls  are  accepted 
from  doctors,  nurses,  midwives  and  hospitals  in  the  area.  Only  in  cases  of 
accidents  or  other  sudden  emergencies  are  calls  accepted  directly  from 
members  of  the  public.

The  total  number  of  visits  made  by  the  two  Rodent  Operators  was  422 
more  than  in  1965.  Although  556  complaints  were  received,  an  increase  of 
42%  over  the  figure  for  the  previous  year,  the  number  of  infestations  for 
premises  other  than  dwelling  houses  remained  static.  It  would  appear, 
therefore,  that  the  additional  work  carried  out  during  the  year  was  probably 
due  to  the  large  influx  of  town  dwellers  into  the  rural  area.  No  doubt  surplus 
food  provided  by  many  bird  feeders,  as  well  as  bad  compost  makers,  attracted 
the  rats  and  mice  to  private  houses  to  an  easy  source  of  food  supply. 

Consequently  less  time  was  available  for  routine  enquiries,  with  the  result 
that  the  number  of  infestations  found  dropped  from  84  to  56.
